PREAMBLE 


The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  endeavor,  in  so  far  as  it  is  poss 
ible,  to  bring  to  gether  unto  the  Association,  all  of  the  Boeckel  family,  and 
these  closely  or  remotely  related  thereto. 

It  is  desired,  that  it  shall  afforc.  a  means  of  getting  together,  and  bee 
cn  ir  g  acquainted  with  each  other,  and  to  secure  if  pcssible,  a  united  and 
intelligent  action  on  all  matters  of  mutual  interett,  at  well  as  to  promote 
harmony  and  combined  action,  among  its  members  on  all  questions  cf  pu' 
blic  geed  and  to  develcpe  a  social  interest  arreng  them. 

To  hold  at  least  once  each  year  an  annual  gathering  of  all  those  affi  1  i- 
ated  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  sociability  and  recreation. 

It  is  also  the  object  of  the  Association  to  gather  as  much  information 
as  possible,  concerning  the  history  of  each  branch  of  the  family  and  its  kin, 
with  a  view  of  compiling  same  for  the  use  of  its  members. 
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INTRODUCTORY 


One  of  the  objects  of  the  Boeckel  Association  was  the  gather^ 
mg  tcgeather  of  information  concerning  the  family  History,  this 
matter  was  taken  up  shortley  after  the  Association  was  formed. 

Allen  F.  Boeckel,  oldest  son  of  Agustus  Ferdinand  Boeckel,  at 
that  time  Secretary  of  the  Association  undertook  to  get  the  m  tt- 
er  started.  During  his  term  as  secretary, and  that  was  up  untill 
his  death  he  gathered,  by  conversation,  by  letters,  and  Sunday 
after  noon  trips  to  graveyards.  Prospect  Hill.  Mount  Zion,  and 
Freyswlle,  considerable  dita. 

After  the  death  of  Allen,  the  matter  lay  quiet  up  untill  the 
summer  of  1940  when  W.  F.  Boeckel,  at  that  time  Treasurer  of 
the  Association,  got  the  idea  that  he  might  be  able  to  get  the 
family  History  togeather  in  some  kinJ  of  shape. 

Upon  seeing  the  family  records  in  the  German  Bible  of  Michael 
the  o’dest  son  of  Leohnard,  the  writer  was  sure  he  had  a  true 
start  and  from  there  on,  the  records  might  be  kept  ‘correct. 

Tf  e  History  of  the  Boeckel  family,  brought  over  from  Germany 
dates  back  to  the  year  6co,  However  in  spots  it  is  very  incom¬ 
plete,  So  we  will  start  with  the  arrival  of  Michael,  D^nie!  and 
Jacob  at  Philadelphia,  in  the  year  1819. 

Tobias  Cickel  (  Eockel )  George  Frederic  Beckel  (  Bdckel ) 

The  writer  was  agreably  surprised  one  Saturday  afternaon,by 
a  Gentleman  who  introduced  his  self  as  Ralph  L.  Beckel  of  623 
Noth  17  th,  St,  Harrisburg,  Pa.  He  said  he  was  after  information 
concerning  the  Boeckel’s  in  York,  County.  He  was  writing  a 
History  of  the  family.  In  the  conversation  that  followed,  it  cime 
out  that  the  branch  he  came  from  ai  rived  in  America  long  befor 
Michael,  Daniel  and  Jacob. 

He  had  with  him  an  article  on  the  Bickel  family  writen  bv 
Paul  J.  Bickel  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Mr.  Beckel  was  kind  enough 
to  leave  me  have  this  article  untill  I  had  time  to  make  a  copy  of 
it  in  full.  The  main  points  of  the  article  is  as  follows. 
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Tobias  Bickel  (  Bockel  )  was  born  in  Durkheim,  Rhemish. 
Bavaria,  Germany,  on  Nov.  13  th,  1711,  he  died  at  Heidleberg 
Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  Oct.  1790.  He  was  the  son  of 
John  Gotthard  Bockel  who  was  born  in  1673  and  died  in  1754 
His  wife  was  Anna  Sybilla  Gastenberger, 

The  original  spelling  was  Bockel  or  Boeckel,  the  third  geiv 
eration  changed  it  to  Bickel  and  Beckel. 

Tobias  landed  at  Philadelphia  on  Sept,  26  th,  1737.  He  sig' 
ned  his  name,  Dobias  fcockell,  his  sister  Marie  Margaret  came 
over  with  him  on  the  same  boat, 

His  brother,  George  Frederick,  arrived  in  Philadelphia  Sept, 
1  st,  1736,  on  the  Ship,  Saint  Andrew  Galley.  Tobias  and  Fred' 
erick  settled  in  the  Heidleberg  section  in  the  western  part  of 
Eerks  County,  Pennsylvania.  Their  decendants  are  found  in 
Pennsylvania,  North  Carolina  and  Ohio. 
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BOECKEL 


The  original  era  or  period  of  which  this  is  a  record  of  this 
family  begins  about  Five  hundred  years  after  Christ  (500)  or 
about  fourteen  hundred  years  ago.  When  after  the  great  mig' 
ration  or  moving  about  amoungst  the  people  of  Europe,  the  first 
of  this  name  BOECKEL  settled  in  Silesia,  a  Province  in  Germany 
near  or  in  the  Town  of  Hirschberg.  His  ancestors  were  living 
there  for  (631)  six  hundred  and  thirty  one  years  holding  high 
offices  from  time  to  time  in  different  wars,  and  living  in  a  huge 
fortified  castle  as  dictators,  or  in  other  words,  Governors  of 
the  Province  up  to  the  time  our  history  properly  begins.  In  the 
year  (500)  Five  hundred  after  Christ. 

NOTE — HIRSCHBERG.  A  fortified  town  of  Prussian  Silesia, 
on  the  Saale  River,  eight  miles  South  East  of  Lobenstein,  with 
a  Mountain  Fortress.  I  think  this  is  the  place  refered  to  in  the 
Family  History.  Thi  place  is  in  the  Mountains  and  are  known 
as  the  Reisengebirge  or  Giant  Mountains. 

The  Reisengebirge  Mountains  seperate  Bohemia  from  Silesia, 
they  continue  East,  as  the  SudentemGebrige,  and  West  as  the 
ErZ'Gebrige.  Length  North  West  to  South  East  about  50  miles 
the  principal  mountain  being  the  Reisengebirge,  5400  feet  in 
height,  The  Elbe  River  rises  on  the  South  side. 

The  first  of  this  name  after  the  year  Five  hundred  was 
HEREWORD  BOECKEL  (the  name  Hereword  means 
Warrior  in  the  old  German  language)  wao  about  (500)  after 
Christ  was  Chief  of  the  then  powerful  WAGRIES.  A  power' 
ful  tribe  of  men  and  at  that  time,  conquerors  of  all  the  tribes 
that  opposed  them,  being  a  warlike  set  of  people  and  living  in 
a  mountainous  reigon  called  Reisengbirge  in  Silesia  and  Bohemia. 
Here  Hereword  Boeckel,  as  chief  of  this  tribe  lived.  His  shield 
or  coat'oEarms  represent  “Two  He  Goats“,  which  being  in¬ 
terpreted  Mythologically  means  Contentious,  Ambitious, 
always  ready  to  fight.  This  symbol  is  the  German  symbol  of 
the  Goddess  of  war  called  “Zernbock“  which  means  warlike. 

Hereword  was  cheif  or  judge  of  the  settlement,  and  the 
successors  of  this  name  can  be  found  at  Hirschberg,  Schnued' 
enberg,  Schweidnitz  and  Silesia  Germany.  He  resided  in  a 
strong  castle  erected  by  himself  on  a  mountain  as  before  men' 
tioned.  He  married  a  lady  of  great  beauty  and  the  daughter 
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EOEOKEL  a 


cf  the  ruler  of  the  Province  of  Corsicania,  Italy.  Named  Cam¬ 
illa  de  Cavano,  whom  he  brought  with  him  from  her  native 
land  to  his  castle  at  Reiseng:birg». 

Hereword  lost  his  life  in  the  greit  B.ttle  of  Ansbach  with 
the  Bohemians,  who  invaded  ins  settlement  about  ninehiinJ- 
red  thirty  three.  His  son  succeeded  him  and  beat  back  the  Bohe¬ 
mians.  Although  having  many  decendants  this  son  Rudolph, 
succeeded  his  father  as  chief  or  ruler  rf  his  tribe.  This  Rudolph 
Boeckel  appears  in  the  same  year  as  commander  of  a  baJy  of 
cavalry  men  at  the  great  battle  near  Merseberg,  Saxony,  where 
his  bravery  and  the  bravery  of  his  men  did  much  to  conquer 
the  Hungarians  At  this  time,  he  was  still  in  possession  of  the 
original  castle  of  his  forefathers.  Later,  the  Boeckel  family  ah 
most  became  extinct,  or  expired,  as  at  the  battle  of  Liegnitzin 
Silesia,  Germany,  five  of  the  Knight  Boeckels  were  killed  and 
only  one  child.  Henry  Boeckel  was  alive. 

Their  enemies  burned  and  laid  in  ruins  their  ancestral  C  istle 
and  only  a  small  inheritance  was  left  for  the  only  surviving 
child,  with  this,  Henry  purchased  a  farm  near  Hirchberg  Selicii 
and  married  a  Miss  Dorthea  Lang.  He  died  in  thirteen  hund¬ 
red  and  nine  years  after  Christ.  His  successors  were  three 
sons,  WALTER,  SECINUS  and  FRANZ  BOECKEL  The 
first  two,  fcur.dro  pleasure  in  f;  imirg  ;  r.d  left  heme  to  chose 
a  Military  life,  both  died  unmarried,  whereas,  the  other  brother 
Franz  lived  a  peaceful  life  on  his  farm  with  his  family  and  his 
successors  in  this  neighborhood  up  to  the  time  of  the  Thirty 
year  war,  at  which  time  the  whole  country  of  Selicia  was  des¬ 
olated  and  laid  in  ruin  and  all  perished  in  war  hut  one  son  up 
to  sixteen  hundred  and  thirty  seven.  His  name  was  Heiroyomous 
Boeckel.  Being  left  very  poor  by  the  war  which  destroid  every 
thing  of  his  ancestors,  he  w  s  compelled  to  get  to  hard  work 
and  chose  the  trade  of  a  weaver.  He  left  at  his  death,  which 
occured  in  Sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  nine  three  sons,  who  spread 
about  in  Silesia,  Prussia  and  Poland  in  Germany.  ANTON 
migrated  to  Weisenfelt,  Saxony.  His  successors  can  be  found 
in  Saxony,  Hanover  and  Worth,  Germany. 

Felix  migrated  to  Flessen,  Germany,  and  has  survivors  in  the 
territory  Helpsen  and  Franklin,  Germany. 

After  the  thirty  year  war,  there  came  from  Poland  a  family 
by  the  name  of  BOECKEL  (a  descendant  of  the  Boeckel  who 
went  to  Poland  and  nothing  or  no  records  could  be  found  of 
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BOEOKEL b 


him,  one  of  the  three  sons  of  Hieronymous  Boeckel)  they 
moved  or  migrated  from  Poland  into  the  state  of  Wurtemberg 
Germany.  Soon  came  war,  and  the  country  of  Wurtemberg  was 
laid  bare  and  desolate,  and  a  pestilence  started  which  compelled 
everyone  who  were  able,  to  move  away. 

NOTE-Thisis  the  time  nodoubt,  that  the  BOECKELS  that 
settled  m  Berks  county  Penna.  must  have  migrated  to  America 
as  described  in  an  article  on  the  BICKEL  and  BECKEL  family 
of  Perfs  county,  writen  by  Paul  J.  Bickel,  a  Lawyer,  of  Cleve 
land,  Ohio.  As  follows. 

Tobias  Pockel  was  born  in  Durkheim,  Rhenish  Bavaria, 
Germany,  on  Nov.  13th,  1711  and  died  at  Heidelberg,  Berks 
County  in  Oct.  1790.  He  was  baptized  by  the  Lutheran  pastor 
at  Durkheim.  He  was  the  son  of  John  Gotthard  Bockel  ( 1 673- 
1754)  and  Anna  Sybilla  Oastenherger  of  Durkheim.  . 

The  original  spelling  of  the  name  was  Bockel,  or  Boeckel,  the 
third  Generation  changed  it  to  BICKEL  and  BECKEL. 

Tobias-  landed  at  Philadelphia  on  Sept,  :26th,  1737  ( volume 
1  Pennsylvania  Geiman  Pioneers,  p.  179^183  )  he  signed  his 
name  EOBIAS  Fockell  (stme  vo’ume  2.  p.  186)  Tobias  had  a 
sister,  Marie  Margaret  who  married  John  Meyer.  He  also  had 
a  brother  George  Frederick  who  was  born  at  Durkheim  on 
Mar.  19th,  1716,  died  at  Bethlehem,  Penna.  on  Oct.  21st,  1780. 

All  three  came  to  America  but  at  different  times.  Frederick 
arrived  in  Philadelphia  cn  Sept.  1st,  1736,  (volume  1.  Pennsy* 
ivania  German  Pioneers,  p.  155  )  Tobias  has  thousands  of 
descendants  sc,  ttered  thiougl  cut  the  ccuntry,  although  more 
of  them  are  in  Pennsylv  nia  than  in  any  other  one  State. 
NOTE — Pennsylvania  Archives,  Second  Series  Volume  XVII 
has  the  following. 

GOTTLEIB  Pockel,  arrived  in  this  country  on  the  Ship 
Richmond.  Capt.  Younghusband,  from  Rotterdam  on  Oct.  20th 

i764- 

FRED  Bockel  and  wife,  on  the  Boston  Packet.  Huling  Cow' 
perthwait,  Master,  from  Hamberg,  on  Oct.  17th,  1799. 
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We  now  come  to  the  direct  Forefathers  of  those  Boeckels 
living  in  York  County  Pennsylvania. 

After  the  destruction  of  Wurtenberg,  what  was  left  of  the 
BOECKELS  settled  in  Adlersburg,  Selicia,  They  lived  there 
for  nearly  one  hundred  and  seventy  years  as  school  teachers, 
farmers  and  professors  of  Music. 

Of  the  original  BOECKELS  that  came  from  Poland,  there 
was  but  two  left,  who,  as  previously  explained,  lived  at  Alders' 
burg,  Germany.  These  two  brothers  names  was  ULRICH  and 
LEOHNARD  BOECKEL  and  at  their  death  in  seventeen  hum 
dred  and  seventy  left  the  following  descendants. 

Ulrich  Boeckels  descendants  were,  Ferdinand,  a  school  tea  • 
cher  and  undertaker,  his  decendants  were  three  sons.  Ferdinand 
a  blacksmith,  Johannes,  a  school  teacher  and  Ulrich  a  farmer. 

Ulrich  married  a  lady  at  Aimershonfsen,  Germany,  and  had 
two  sons  from  her,  LEOHNARD  and  JOHANN.  After  the 
death  of  his  wife,  he  went  into  politics  and  was  elected  to  a 
seat  in  the  Reistclrag  (house  of  Parliment).  He  then  married 
again,  having  five  sons  from  lus  second  wife. 

We  new  return  to  Leohnard  Boeckel,  son  of  Ulrich  Boeckei 
by  his  first  wife.  He  had  four  sons,  MICHAEL,  GOTTLEIB 
DANIEL  and  JACOB. 

After  the  death,  of  their  father,  Leohnard  Boeckel  which 
occured  in  eighteen  hundred  and  i  Even.  Michael,  Daniel  and 
Jacob  migrated  to  America  in  Eighteen  hundred  and  eleven;  /*? 
and  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  County  of  York,  Town  of  York, 
where  Jacob  Boeckel  died. 
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had  four  sons,  Michael,  Daniel  and  Jacob.  Leohnard  died  in  1811 
Michael,  Daniel  and  Jacob  emigrated  to  North  America  in 
1819.  Settled  in  Pennsylvania,  county  of  York.,  town  of  York, 
where  Jacob  Boeckel  died.  Date  unknown. 


Michael  Boeckel,  oldest  son  of  Leohnard  Boeckel  was  born 
Mar,  23  rd,  1792  in  Wittenberg,  Germany.  Married  in  1816  to 
Anna  Marie  Gutschmidt,  uho  was  born  June  27th,  1796,  died 
in  1873.  Michael  died  the  same  year.

The  other  items  taken  from  Michael  BoeckeFs  German  family 
Bible  now  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Laura  Nickol,  25  Fulton  St. 
York,  Penna. 
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ANNA  MARIE  BOECKEL,  2nd.  child  of  Michael  Boeckel,  was 
born  in  Germany,  on  Oct,  23rd,  1818.  Came  to  America  with 
her  Father  and  Mother  in  1819.  Very  little  is  known  of  this 
daughter,  all  that  we  can  find  is  that  she  married  a  Baumgartner 
and  moved  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

William  Boeckel,  twin  brother  to  Anna,  and  the  9th,  child  of 
Michael  Boeckel  was  born  on  Mar.  29th,  1826,  at  Freystown  at 
or  near  the  site  of  what  is  now  the  Sleeger  Memorial  Funeral 
Home,  822  East  Market  Street.  William  learned  the  Tailoring 
trade  with  his  father,  who  had  a  Tailor  shop  at  this  place,  later 
he  took  up  the  study  of  Music. 

He,  and  his  lifelong  friend,  Peter  Bentz,  where  a  Graduate  of 
the  Baltimore  Conservatoire  of  Music.  William  made  a  specialty 
of  Church  Music,  Pipe  Organ  and  Choir  work.  He  also  taught 
Fiano,  Violin  and  Band. 

He  married  Isabella  Frey,  born  July  28th,  1827,  the  10th,  child 
of  Samuel  Frey  and  Anna  Kissinger.  Isabella  was  born  and  raised 
at  what  is  now  713  East  Market  Street  York,  Fenna.  They 
where  married  on  Jan,  26th,  1845  by  Rev.  Lochman  of  Christ 
Lutheran  Church  York,  Pa.  They  lived  in  Freystown  until  1862 
then  moved  to  Glen  Rock,  at  this  place  he  was  Organist  at  the 
Lutheran  Church,  being  a  member  of  the  same  the  Church  rec- 
ord  shows  they  joined  Jme  13th,  1863  was  transfeitd  to  Cl  1  is t 
Lutheran  Church  at  York  on  Sept,  9th,  1882. 

While  in  Glen  Reck  he  helped  to  organize,  and  was  Director  of 
he  original  Glen  Reck  Band.  In  addition  to  his  musical  labors 
he  had  a  store  and  tailoring  shop  at  the  corner  of  Hanover  and 
Manchester  street  After  returning  to  York  he  discontinued  the 
tailoring  business  and  taught  music  only. 

William  died  May  31st,  1889,  Isabella  died  Sept,  30th,  1893.  They 
are  buried  in  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  near  the  North  York 
entrance.

Marcellus  learned  the  Tailoring  trade  from  his  father  and  car' 
ried  it  on  at  Glen  Rock  until  the  death  of  his  Wife,  after  that 
he  left  Glen  Rock  and  whent  to  live  with  his  daughter  Naomi, 
at  York,  Penna.  where  he  lived  a  retired  life  until  his  death. 
Mary  and  Marcellus  are  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Cemetery  at 
Glen  Rock,  Penna.

As  George 
put  it,  he  bought  a  $1500.00  Farm  and  had  very  little  money 
to  pay  tor  it  But  by  steady  and  hard  work,  farming  and  tend' 
ingthe  City  Market  at  York,  driving  all  over  the  county  But' 
cl  mi  g,  sometimes  a  Steer  or  Cow  and  six  Hogs  in  a  day,  in 
all  kinds  of  weather,  early  and  late  he  soon  added  two  more 
small  Farms  to  the  one  he  had.  One  from  Detrich  Lents  and 
one  from  Jessee  Stumph. 

Georges  work  kept  him  away  from  home  during  the  day  most 
of  the  time,  this  left  the  work  around  the  farm  up  to  his  wife 
Anna,  and  with  rearing  the  children,  and  the  home  work,  we 
think  her  lador  was  as  hard  if  not  harder  than  Georges. 

Anna  was  one  of  the  Mothers  who  caused  the  following  Poem 
to  be  writen.
